LONDON, Oct. 6 (®—The world pondered today 
whether Russia has gained a tremendous political ad- 
vantage in being first to launch an earth satellite. One 
British writer called the satellite a potential spy in the 


sky. 

The Russians proudly claimed a 
coup for the Communist system 
in the interest of science—and let 
Red China wave a big stick. 

The Chinese Communist news- 
paper Ta Kung Pao said in a 
defiant editorial broadcast by Pei- 
ping radio: “The United States 
has bragged that it was the most 
powerful country on earth. But 
now it is lagging behind the So- 
viet Union to a growing extent. 
It can no longer throw its weight 
about anywhere it likes in the 
world.” 

Outside the Soviet orbit, Egyp- 
tian newspapers were quick to 
look at the possible political sig- 
nificance of the Soviet achieve- 
ment and predicted it would pro- 
mote the “neutrality tendency” 
among many nations. 

Arthur Clarke, a founder and 
past chairman of the British In- 
terplanetary Society, said: “This 
is a tremendous thing. It is one 
of the greatest scientific ad- 
vances in world history. It 
is bound to have colossal reper- 
cussions not only in the scientific 
world, but in the political world 
as well.” 

Some British scientists were 
openly disappointed at the failure 
of the Soviet scientists to give ad- 
vance notice of the launching— 


and reports that radio signals 
from the world-girdling satellite 
were in code. 


Dr. A. C. B. Lovell, Britain’s 


leading expert on satellites, said, 


“It is frustrating. The advantage 


this gives them is enormous.” 
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Western military men in Eu- 
rope generally took the view that 
an earth satellite would not be 
of use as a military weapon. 

But the diplomatic correspond- — 
ent of London’s Sunday Pictorial 
said, “Russia should soon be able 
to send-up bigger and more ad- 
vanced satellites. They weuld 
plant a spy-in-the-sky to report on 
Western defense.”’ 

Neues Deutschland, organ, of 
East Germany’s ruling Commu- 
nist party, said the launching of 
the satellite was a strong argu- 
ment for alignment with the So- 
viet Union. 

West German newspapers gave 
the story of the baby moon in the 
sky wide front-page display but 
did not comment editorially. 

In France, the pro-American 
Journal du Dimanche said the So- 
viet success was bound to have 
“military, political and psycholog- 
ical consequences” but cautioned 
against underestimating Ameri- 
can genus. 

“It is certain,” said the Paris 
newspaper, “that the Americans, 
whipped by the success of their 
Russian rivals, will soon show oth- 
er wonders of science and indus:

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Moscow Has Won 
A Smashing Victory 


When the Russians announced a few 
weeks ago they had made a successful 
intercontinental ballistic missile, the fact 
Was minimized in the United States. 


So what. said the Pentagon, the Presi- 
dent and other defense officials. It is a 
long way from building a missile for test 
purposes and making them operational. 
We're not worried, they declared, the 
United States has plenty of time and 
our technological superiority is such that 
we'll overcome them in a hurry. 

Well, they now have another problem 
to explain away. The Russians have won 
the race to put an earth satellite into 
space. It is now circling the globe at 560 
miles in height at a rate of 18,000 miles 
per hour. It circles the earth every 95 
minutes. More than that, the Russians can 
control its orbit. 

It means. of course, that the Soviets do 
have the ICBM and that it can be launched 
against any city in the world, including 
Atlanta, Ga. It means that total destruc- 
tion can come out of the skies, without 
warning and without giving civilian pop- 
ulations even the slightest chance to es- 
cape. 

No one knows how far ahead of us the 
Russians are in this field. We do know 
that their 184-pound earth satellite is 
far bigger than anything we have planned 
—at least a decade ahead of us. Ours, to 
be launched at some undisclosed date in 
the future, will weigh only slightly more 
than 20 pounds. Our scientists, of course, 

are astonished and that’s a mild word. 


The manner in which the American 
people have been misled about the tech- 
nical achievements of the Russians is 
inexcusable. Dangerous chances have been 
taken and are being taken with the coun- 
try’s very existence. Moscow is laughing 
at our boastful apathy and running with 
the ball. 

When Trevor Gardiner resigned as 
undersecretary of the Air Force many 
months ago because of our lagging efforts 

in the missiles field, the administration 
assured the country that it was not so— 
all is well. All was not well, as every 
citizen of the United States today can see. 

Only recently Secretary of Defense 
Wilson ordered cutbacks and stretchouts 
in the missile program. He also reduced 
funds for basic research which goes into 
them. Was this crippling blow justified 
under any sort of reasoning? 

The Russians now have a weapon vast- 
ly superior to anything we have—one 
which could be used to destroy this coun- 
try in a surprise attack. They have won 
a great diplomatic and military victory. 
They are reducing us to a second-rate 
military power. They have seized the di- 
plomatic initiative by so doing. That is 
the only realistic view which can be 
taken. 

The American people cannot escape 
part of the blame. If they want to survive, 
they must pay the price of security. That 
means taxes. 

Every ctizen now must worry about 
the survival chances of this nation. The 
administration is guilty of taking risks 
which involve our very existence. Will 
it again lull the people by saying every- 
thing’s all right or will it face facts and 
counter them? Unless it takes the latter 
course, it means ultimate victory for 
Moscow.

Police Dept. Future Is 


Up to the Community 


The Atlanta Board of Aldermen has 
under study the lengthy recommendations 
for improving the Atlanta Police Depart- 
ment made by New York’s Institute of 
Public Administration. 

Police Chief Herbert Jenkins took the 
first concrete step Friday to put the 
recommendations into effect. The chief set 
up a five-man advisory board, composed 
of top men in his department, to assist 
him in matters involving police disci- 
pline, transfers and assignments. 

The chief said he would follow the 
board’s recommendations within the limits 
of the law as far as possible. This decen- 
tralization of authority should aid him in 
his difficult administrative task. 

The study was thorough and the rec- 
ommendations submitted were based on 
realities. A city which has grown at the 
rate which Atlanta has grown in the past 
10 years must face up to the fact that basic 
services must be modernized accord- 
ingly. 

Especially worthy of consideration are 
recommendations regarding police pay 
and promotion policies, employment of 
207 additional personne], establishment of 
a separate division for juveniles and mod- 
ernization of administrative procedures. 

Carrying out the recommendations 
will take time. It also will take money. 
But an inadequate police force means in- 
adequate law enforcement and an added 
_ §rime toll which will cost the community 
Br more in the long run. Chief Jen- 
R | recent report about the “alarming” 


rise in crime already this year is only a 
symptom of the condition. 

The police department’s effectiveness 
is limited by the extent of public anc 
government support it receives. The com- 
munity must accept its responsibility, too, 
if it expects the department to do the job 
demanded of it. 


South Must Prepare 
For the Nuclear Era 


The fuse as yet is barely sputtering 
in the economic revolution that peace- 
time use of nuclear energy can trigger. 


Leadership shown in Georgia so far 
toward preparing to capitalize on what 
lies ahead is, for the most part, encour- 
aging. 

Gov. Griffin has shown vision in plan- 
ning for a five-million-dollar research 
reactor facility at Georgia Tech. This 
and other measures will help the state 
forge to the forefront in unlocking the rich 
benefits contained in the atom. 


But as the governor said at the Georgia 
Nuclear Energy Commission meeting at 
Athens, there must be regional planning 
on a scale beyond anything yet attempted 
if the South is to attain its potential in 
this field. 

Industry, of course, is expected to turn 
more and more to nuclear energy. The 
section that best puts the atom to work 
and can produce the necessary scientists 
and technicians will have a decided ad- 
vantage in the battle to obtain industries. 

Dr. C. C. Murray, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia College of Agricul- 
ture, showed a thorough grasp of the sit- 
uation as it pertains to farming in his 
address to the advisory commission. 

Radioactive substances can be used as 
a preservative. “Tracer” radioactive par- 
ticles help improve dairy production, 
poultry nutrition, pasture grasses and 
fertilization of crops. Among the experi- 
ments Dr. Murray cited were use of 
atomic rays on fruit trees, crop seeds 
and pine seedlings. An experiment on a 
West Indian island wiped out the screw 
worm, a scourge to Georgia livestock. 

The future is indeed bright if the 
state further will intensify its efforts, not 
only on the local front, but toward a sec- 
tional plan of research and action to de- 
rive the maximum dividends from the 
challenging era ahead.

Alabama Takes Look 
At Office of Coroner 


A professor making a two-year study 
of the office of coroner in Alabama sent 
out questionnaires to the state’s counties, 

Among the 23 counties which replied, 
11 had coroners who were morticians or 
undertakers; four had businessmen in the 
office; three had physicians; one had a 
medical technologist; one a chiropractor 
and one an optometrist. 

Jefferson County (Birmingham) alone 
had a full-time coroner. 

Fifteen counties in the state had no 
coroner at all. 

The state law sets up no more re- 
quirements for the office than the Geor- 
gia law does for—well, for school super- 
intendent. 

The Alabama _ study resulted in 
a recommendation that the office of coro- 
ner be abolished and that the functions be 
assumed by a reorganized and enlarged 
State Department of Toxicology and 
Criminal Investigation. 

Under the proposed plan, a trained, 
full-time investigator would be available 
to the sheriff or solicitor-general who 
wanted a probe made in a case involving 
possibility of or suspicion of foul play. 

The Alabama study is a sign of the 
times. 

The office of coroner, once the crown’s 
officer, is under scrutiny in many states. 

Many who are well-informed on the 
subject feel it has served its usefulness, 
that it does not meet the tests of the 
time.

Yugoslavs Fleeing 
From Dictator Tito 


VIENNA—The mounting flight of Yugoslav 
citizens in protest against the deteriorating con- 
ditions under the Tito Communist regime is to- 


day reaching a total 10 times greater than what it was only two 
years ago. Official figures obtained by this correspondent from the 
ministry of interior of the Austrian government reveal that the flow 
of anti-Communist Yugoslavs is even higher than previously published 


reports. 


The latest statistics compiled 
by Austrian authorities show that 
by the end of this year at least 
16,000 dissident Yugoslavs will 
have surreptitiously made their 
way across the 150-mile guarded 
common frontier between the two 
countries — an illegal emigration 
unprecedented under any condi- 
tions in Yugoslav history. 

Here is the official breakdown 
month by month revealing how 
the stream of Yugoslav refugees 
has been growing:

To assess the meaning of this 
dangerous, venturesome flight of 
people from what they deem an 
unbearable life under Titoism it 
is necessary to compare this pic- 
ture with the trend of Yugoslav 
emigration during the past seven 
years. 


Here again are the official fig- 
ures made available by the In- 
terior authorities here in Vienna. 
From 1951 through 1953 the num- 
ber of Yugoslav refugees aver- 
aged 1,200 a year. In 1954, the 
number of 1,922 and in 1955 it 
was 1,492. Then in 1956, the flow 
jumped to 5,289 prior to tripling 
this year.

Looking at Little Rock from the newspaper- 
man's viewpoint, the big story from Arkansas 
has probably done as much as any event in re- ej

In effect, they 
have taken political action for 
economic reasons and the Aus- 
trian government is granting 
most of them asylum. 


Nothing which the Tito authori- 
ties can say or do can make this 
development appear other than 
it is: 

1. Evidence of widespread un- 
employment, which no Commu- 
nist country is supposed to have 
or will ever admit, and serious 
economic deterioration, 

2. Proof of wide-open distress 
and dissatisfaction among the 
people. 

3. The same kind of failure on 
the part of Tito’s brand of “‘na- 
tional communism” as is _ in- 
creasingly evident with commu- 
nism in the satellites and in the 
Soviet Union itself: That is, the 
inability of either Titoist com- 
munism or Soviet communism to 
win the support of the youth eith- 
er by indoctrination or by tyran- 
ny. The Yugoslav refugees, it 
should be noted, are overwhelm- 
ingly young people. 

Today in Austria there are 
thousands of Yugoslav refugees 
whose very pregence here says 
that communism under whatever 
name or guise — national or satel- 
lite or Soviet — produces eco- 
nomic failure and political hell.

“The President lured the ¢on- 
‘fidence and the votes of the 
Southern people by his promises 
of a return to states rights and 
| Constitutional government,”” she 
declared. “In my opinion his 
handling of this (Arkansas) situa- 
tion from beginning to end is in 
direct violation of his promises 
and the Republican platform.” 


“He has knifed the South in 
the back for a handful of North- 
ern votes,’’ Miss Twiggs added. 

Democratic leaders, of course, 
go even further than Miss Twiggs 
in their predictions of a bleak 
future for the GOP in Georgia. 

State Democratic Chairman 
John Sammons Bell said the Ar- 
kansas crisis “has had very little 
effect on Republicanism in Geor- 
gia for the simple reason that 
there was very little of it to 
affect." He said the Republican 
Party exists only for “patronage 
purposes.” 7 

But a very different view is 
held by Republican National Com- 
mitteéman Robert R. Snodgrass 
of Atlanta. Snodgrass refuses to 
be discouraged by the effect of 
events in Arkansas on his party’s 
future in the state and said “‘we 
are going to continue to work for 
a second party in Georgia.” 
CANDIDATE IN 5TH DISTRICT 

Snodgrass declared emphatic- 
ally that the GOP will again 
enter a candidate for Congress 
in the Fifth District next fall. It 
is in this district that the Repub- 
licans have made their most sig- 
nificant progress toward a real 
two-party system. Their candi- 
dates for the House seat now 
held by Rep. James C. Davis 
made respectable showings in 
1954 and 1956. 


Snodgrass said he was “tre- 
mendously proud of the Repub- 
lican Party for its sound thinking 
as reflected in the ‘Statement 
of Policy” adopted by the state 
Executive Committee last Thurs- 
day. 

The policy satement, which was 
approved after rejection of Miss 
Twiggs’ proposal to censure Eis- 
enhower, expressed regret over 
the Little Rock “situation’’. But 
it said the President is charged 
with enforcing the law as inter- 
preted by the federal courts. 

“If the probletn of school inte- 
gration is not to be handled by 
mob violence, it must be handled 
in accordance with the law,” the 
statement said. 

And this, it continued, is not a 
political issue but a question that 
addresses itself to Southern Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans alike.

Sunday Stops Spate — 
Of Store Holdups

The outbreak of liquor 


seven within the past six days—Sunday night prompted 
a veteran city detective to observe: 


“It’s just as well today’s Sun- 
day—they can’t stick up liquor 
stores when there aren’t any 
open.” 

Lt. R. F. Jordan, chief of the 
city detective robbery squad, said 
he has thrown every available 
officer into the search for the 
bandits who struck the seven 
liquor stores and escaped with 
total cash in the neighborhood of 
$1,000. 


2 WHITE MEN 


Police records show that five 
of the seven holdups reportedly 
were perpetrated by two white 
men. Whether all five stickups 
were pulled by the same two- 
man team at this point is still 
conjectural—but detectives have 
admitted several of the robberies 
display striking similarities in the 
bandits’ operational pattern. 

The rash of robberies broke 
out last Monday when Andrew A. 
Tsiropoulas, manager of a whisky 
store at 565 Boulevard, NE, told 
police that two white bandits 
forced him to lie face down on 
the floor, then slugged him on 
the head with a bottle of liquor 
and fled with about $100. 

Two liquor stores were held. up 
within minutes of each other Tues- 
day, records show, and in both 
instances the bandits were iden- 
tified as two white men. And, fol- 
lowing Monday’s script, the clerk 
in one store was smacked sav- 
agely with a bottle of wine. 


WINE BOTTLE 


F. A. Boatfield, employe in the 
Crown Liquor Store at 237 Pied- 
mont Ave., NE, told detectives 
he was slugged with a wine bot- 
tle and forced at pistol point to 
lie face down on the floor as the 
pair made off with about $100. 

Two men answering the same 
descriptions minutes later’ stuck 
up the Derby Liquor Store at 
471 Peachtree St., NE, and fled 
with about $42, police said. 

Wednesday apparently was an 
off-day for the whisky store spe- 
cialists, but a lone Negro bandit 
burst into the Delta Loan Office, 
332 Whitehall St., fired one shot 
above the heads of two terrified 
employes and dashed out with be- 
tween $200-$300, records show.

Originally, the Navy was to 
have a force of 675,000 men in 
uniform, as well as 200,000 in the 
Marine Corps, on June 30, 1958. 
The President’s budget message

U.S. HAS ‘FAIR PICTURE’ 


At the Naval Research Labora- 
tory scientists worked with slide 
rules, graph paper, mathematical 
formulae and a green blackboard 
to figure out the satellite’s or- 
bit. At a computing center on 
Pennsylvania avenue in down- 
town Washington, an electronic 
computer was fed information 
about the satellite’s path. 

By the end of the day Dr. 
John P. Hagen, director of the 
U.S. satellite program, said the 
scientists had ‘a fair picture” 
of the orbit of the Russian satel- 
lite. 

Within a few days, Dr. Hagen 
said, the scientists should have 
been able to figure out a “defi- 
nite” orbit for the Russian satel- 
lite. When the orbit has been 
determined with sufficient accur- 
acy to permit optical tracking, 
this information will be passed 
along to scientists of other na- 
tions, Dr. Hagen said. 

Hagen’s statement raised the 
possibility that the U.S. may be 
able to figure out the exact 
course of the Russian satellite 
before the Soviet Union.

figured out the maximum and 
minimum altitude of the orbit, 
preliminary calculations had it 
traveling at an average height of 
a little more than 400 miles. This 
would indicate that the original 
Russian statement that the satel- 


lite was traveling at an altitude of 
560 miles referred to its maxi- | 


mum altitude. 

On the basis of estimates of air 
density at 400 miles, Dr. Hagen 
predicted that the Soviet satel- 
lite would “stay up a long time— 
certainly at least a few weeks.”

passing over the United States at 
twilight, permitting the first op- 
observations by telescope 
and binoculars of the sphere as it 
glistens in the evening sun. 


Since Friday evening, Ameri- 
can scientists who have been 
directing the U. S. program to 
place satellites into space have 
been redirecting their efforts to 
track the Soviet satellite. 

Dr. Hagen explained that the 
American scientists ‘‘want to 
derive the maximum benefit’ 
from the Soviet satellite by mak- 
ing a precise determination of its 
orbit. Then, by observing changes 
in. the orbit, it will be possible 
to gather scientific information 
about the size, shape and weight 
of the earth and the density of 
the air around it. 


American scientists have been 
hampered in tracing the Soviet 
satellite because it is transmit- 
ting on approximately 20 and 40 
megacycles instead of the 108 
megacycles established for the 
U. S. program. 


TRACKERS CONVERTED 


This has mean changing the 
antennae and receivers in the 
U. S. radio tracking stations. By 
today, six of the nine tracking 
stations in North and South Amer- 
ica had been converted to receive 
the signals transmitted by the 
Soviet satellite. 

Dr. Hagen, who at times was 
gently critical of his Russian 
colleagues for the lack of informa- 
tion about their satellite, said 
U. S. scientists have no way of 
knowing whether the Russian 
satellite is transmitting coded in- 
formation about conditions en- 
countered in space. 

The signals from the satellite 
are obviously modulated and are 
“flopping back and forth,” he 
said, “but we do not know wheth- 


is being transmitted.” 
On the basis of statements 
Russian scientists, Dr. Hagen said 
he would have to assume that the 
first satellite was a test vehicle 
containing no scientific equip- 
ment. 
In contrast, the first U.S. satel- 
lite, scheduled to be fired early 
next spring, will have equipment 
to perform one major scientific

People who are daffy about 
daffodils are likely to say they 
know all about the approxi- 
mately 10,000 varieties now 
known by name. 

That does not count all the 
wayward little blooms that rise 
and shine in springtime sun, 
nameless and unknown except 
for their beauty. 

For the not-so-daffy set, there 
is usually great confusion by 
the terms daffodil, narcissus 
and jonquil. It’s a fact that the 
stalk brings them all, but the 
definition of each is very 
simple. 

Daffodil is the family’s com- 
mon name.

As all friends and admirers of the Berry Schools know, Moun. 
tain Day is a homey celebration originally staged as Possum Trot 
Church in honor of Miss Berry’s birthday. Characteristically, the 
late Miss Berry would take nothing for herself alone but maneuv- 
ered the students and alumni into making it a party for the school 
and giving pennies not for her present but to provide a scholar. 
ship for one more deserving student. 

The procession or “Grand March,” as Miss Berry called it, 


was held again Saturday and everybody gave a penny for each of 
his own years—in memory of the gallant little “Sunday Lady of 
Possum Trot” herself and for the benefit of a student fund.

It is to house vast numbers of new books, a fully equipped audio- 
visual department with projection room, recording studio and a 
seminar room with facilities for repair and binding books.

not the same as fat. Body 
weight is a total of the bone, 
muscle, fat and fluid in the 
body. But when weight is above 
what appears normal, is it ex- 


cess fat or well developed mus- 
cle that’s responsible? Muscle 
weighs more than fat. 


Also, heavy bones and a big 
frame weigh more than light 
ones and entitle their owner to 
more poundage. The impor- 
tant fact to keep in mind is 
that it is excess fat that causes 
trouble, not. weight per se. 

Still, this doesn’t answer the 
question as to how much weight 
is overweight for you. Perhaps 
the following example will 
make it clear: Take two wom- 
en of the same height, 5 feet 
4 inches since that is average, 
and both weigh 150 pounds. One 
woman has a slight frame, 
small bones and flabby mus- 
cles, while the other is what 
is known as “heavy set” and 
has a big frame, heavy bones 
and well-developed muscles. In 
other words, she is muscularly 
hard and well toned. 


RULE OF THUMB 


As a starting basis for figur- 
ing desirable weight, here’s a | 
good rule of thumb: Allow 100, 
105 or 110 pounds for the first 
five feet, depending on whether 
your frame is small, medium 
or large, and add five pounds 
for each extra inch. That’s for 
women. Men start at 110 pounds 
for five feet and add 5 pounds 
for each extra inch of height 
over five feet. 

Back to our examples: We’ll 
give our small boned woman 
the benefit of the doubt and 
call her frame “medium,” and 
Start at 105 pounds for five feet, 
plus 20 pounds for her added 
four inches. 

That makes her desirable 
weight 125 pounds. Weighing 150 
she is toting 25 extra pounds, 
and is 20 per cent above de- 
sirable weight, and that is 
termed obesity.

Federal Reserve’s ere fee

William McChesney Martin Jr., 
pausing with his fork poised over 
a luncheon plate, said simply. 
“We can’t spend ourselves rich.” 
This graphic statement con- 


Sis Siietocmery most critical 
economic problem—inflation. 

As chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, a group of seven 
men who serve as trustees of 


America’s credit and 

affairs, he holds one of the 
world’s toughest—and most tick- 
lish jobs. 

Taking a brief respite from his 
Washington hot seat, Martin 
stopped for a few hours in Atlan- 
ta on his way to Rome for the 
dedication Sunday of the library 
addition at the Berry Schools (of 
which he is trustee board chair- 
man), 

Though dedicated to the hercu- 
lean task of maintaining a strong 
U.S. economy by putting a lid on 
inflation without triggering a re- 
cession or worse, he has become 
wary of discussing the nation’s 
economic problems. 


INFLATION’S CAUSES 


Apparently underlying this strat- 
egy is the impending resumption 
in January of this year’s Con- 
gressional inquiry into the cause 
of inflation. 

After 15 tough weeks of testi- 
mony before House and Senate 
committees, finally recessed in 
late August after an especially 
grueling day of 9% hours on the 
stand for Martin, the Federal Re- 
serve chief found that it pays to 
keep his own council. 

But he did indicate that nothing 
has happened since, that would 
have changed his testimony in the 
least bit. 

He is as convinced as ever that 
the only cure for inflation is less 
spending by government and 
more saving by consumers. 


LABOR’S CHANGES 


What about the AFL-CIO con- 
tention that the Federal Reserve 
is “blundering dangerously” with 
a tight-money policy ‘designed 
to hasten a recession?” 

The union says the U.S. has 
lost $60 billion worth of produc- 
tion because of the slowdown in 
expansion, but Martin answers 
that the country would have had 
a substantially faster price rise 
if that much additional produc- 
tion had been forthcoming. 

That’s another way the Fed- 
eral Reserve chief has of saying, 
“We can’t spend ourselves rich.” 

But he also warns against “‘the 
defeatist path of believing that 
widespread unemployment is the 
alternative to inflation,” or that 

“complacent acceptance of creep- 
ing inflation is a rational or tol- 
erable way of life for the Ameri- 
can people.” 


HAVE THE POWER 


Martin says “there is no ques- 
tion that the federal government 
and the American people, pulling 
together, have the power to stab- 
ilize the cost of living. 

“The only question is, whether 
there is the will to do so,” and 
that means through reducing gov- 
ernment spending and inereasing 
consumer saving. 

The sincerity of the scholarly- 
looking, 50-year-old monetary 
chief—a stockbroker by profes- 
sion—is indicated by his manner, 
his understanding (and sometimes 
humorous) appraisal of adversary- 
ies who favor easier credit, and 
declarations such as the follow- 
ing: 

“No greater tragedy, short of 
war, could befall the free world 
than to have our country surren- 
der to the easy delusion that a 
little inflation, year after year, 
is either inevitable or intolerable. 

“For that way lies ultimate 
economic chaos and incalculable

human suffering that would un- 
dermine faith in the institutions 
of free men.” 


In none of his statements does 
Martin refer directly to Har- 
vard economist Sumner H. Slich- 
ter, but there is little question 
that some of these barbs are 
aimed at Slichter, who maintains 
that “‘creeping inflation is a cost 
that must be accepted in order 
to achieve benefits which are 
worth many times the cost of 
creeping inflation.” 

Both sides have presented con- 
vincing arguments, and there are 
indications that the running de- 
bate between the Federal Reserve 
and Slichter will soon pick up 
more speed, 

The importance of this debate 
lies in the fact that although the 
economists are supposedly con- 
cerned with the cold, hard man- 
agement of this nation’s econo- 
my, all know full well that its 
destiny will be more influenced 
by human nature than economic 
theory and evidence. 


LEVELING OFF 
Martin, meanwhile, has hopes 


that an economic leveling-off may 
be at hand. 


There are some indications now 
that the expected demand for 
loans (especially from business) 
this fall is not materializing. Mar- 
tin made no reference to this 
while in Atlanta, but he did tell 
the Senate Finance Committee 
two months ago that such a situa- 
tion would mean a drop in both 
the new commercial bank prime 
rate and the Federal Reserve dis- 
count rate. 


Nonetheless, Martin will be on 
the spot with the foes of either 
inflation or recession unless the 
nation’s economy pulls off an. in- 
credible balancing act. 


ACCUSING FINGERS 


For if a downturn develops, ac- 
cusing fingers will point at the 
Federal Reserve's tight-money 
policy; if inflation continues, 
some critics will be inclined to 
berate the Federal Reserve for 
not making money tight enough. 

And if the nation is able to 
achieve both maximum growth 
and stability, thanks in however 
small or large a way to the Fed- 
eral Reserve, Martin ‘and his col- 
leagues will no doubt be the last 
to get any credit—if they ever do. 

But the quietly persuasive chief 
of America’s banking system left 
in Atlanta the impression that 
that is the one kind of credit with 
which he is in no way concerned. 


AUNT HET

Dollars and Sense 
Bonds Turn Around; 


Easier Money Predicted 


By LESLIE GOULD 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6—The bond market has made 
a sharp turn around, so rapid that it is causing almost 
as much concern as the spring and summer slump. 

In the summer, bond dealers’ shelves were literally groaning 
under the load of unsold issues—municipals and corporate—and, 
needless to say the dealers were moaning. 

Bond houses suffered losses running into the millions. The situ- 
ation was so tough that many of the smaller houses were restricted 

as to new commitments. Lines of credit were 
strained. 

Losses of 4 to 6 points on individual issues 
held by dealers were not unusual and a couple 
of offerings were down as much as 10 points. A 
point for a bond means $10 for every $1,000 face 
value. So a 10-point drop would be $100 on a 
$1,000 bond. 

The bear market in bonds persisted through 
the summer and into the period immediately fol- 
lowing Labor Day. 


Within the last week the picture has com- 
pletely changed. The bond market had firmed

The turn around is best known by what has happened in the 
Blue List, a daily sheet giving dealer inventories of municipal and 
housing bonds and municipal notes, and by the drop in interest 
yields on new and older bonds. 

In August, the Blue List showed $247,892,000 bonds being offered 
by dealers. This figure included $60,176,000 notes. 

A week ago, the total was $241,847,000, including $59,940,000 
notes. 

Today, the total is $201,229,000, including $56,819,000 notes. That 
represents a sharp drop in the supply. 

A tax exempt New Jersey highway issue sold last week as a 
secondary distribution—that is a reoffering of previously placed 
bonds—at a 3.40 to a 3.50 per cent yield. The bonds were all sold 
and today—a week later—the yield is 3.20 per cent. 

As pointed out here last week, the tax exempts offer an attrac- 
tive investment for almost any investor regardless of his tax 
bracket, particularly when it is 34 per cent or higher. Even with 
this current turn around, they are attractive. 


The basis for the reversal is a growing belief that the high has 
been seen for interest rates.
